for the big cleanup and celebration. We asked some of 
§ the people who turned out today what they think we 
Fought ta do to help the environment. 


Well, | think we'd better du 
something tu protect the tropical 
rain forests before they'Te all zane. 
You know, rain forests only make 
up like two percent of the Earth's 
surface, but over half the world’s 
wild plant, animal, and insect 
species live there. One vut of every 
four pharmaceuticals comes froma plant ina tropical rain 
forest. We ought to support organizations involved in rain 
forest conservation, like the Rain Forest Achan Nebwork 
in San Francisco. 


The must important thing to me is 
to save and care for all the wildlife 
in the world. Did you know that 
by the vear 2000, 20% of all Earth’s 
species could be Just tarever? And 
we'd better not save only the 
mammals—we onght to be 
concerned about the insects, fish, 
amphibians, reptiles, and plants. [think the governments 
of the world had better get together and do something. 


I'm really worried about the 
quality of the air we breathe. Cars 
cause a lot of the air pollution and 
everybody ought lo do whatever 
possible to step it, you know. For 
example, people ought to strive 
together or use public 
transportation— that would keep 
millions of pounds of pollution out of the atmosphere. 
People ought to buy cars that get good gas mileage and 
keep therm tuned up and running well. The mure gas a car 
uses, the more pollution it emits. We'd all better support 


the develupmient and use ol cars that use alternative 
energy sources—like electric cars, solar-powered cars, and 
cars that run on methane gas. 


We'd better not take the water we 
have for granted in this country, 
Every day. we consume 430 billion 
gallons of water! We get this water 
from our rivers, lakus, ancl 
streams, or from groundwater, 
and we have been careless about 
how we've treated our water 
sources, We ought to take better care of the groundwater 
and Keep it sate tram pollutants—especially chemicals 
that people pour dawn their drains withoul thinking or 
gasoline leaks from underground storage tanks. We'd also 
better starl conserving water.

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The Mary Celeste was built in 1861 in 
Nova Scotia, Canada, as a cargi- 
carrying sailing ship. When if was 
launched, it was given the name 
Amezow. Iowas not a lucky ship. The 
first captain died a few days after it 


was registered. and on its first voyage. 


in 1862, it was badly damaged ina 
collision. While it was being repaired 
in port, it caught fire. In 163, it 
crossed the Atlantic tor the first time, 
and in the English Channel tt collided 
with another ship that sank. The 
Amazon was badly damaged itself. In 
1867, ib ran aground on Cape Breton 
Island, off the Canadian coast, and 
had to be rebuilt. It was then sold and 
the name was changed to the Mary 
Celesie. Sailors are very superstitious 
and dislike sailing on ships which 
have been untucky or which have 
changed their names. Manv sailors 
refused to sailon the Mtary Celeste, 


On November 5, 1872, the Mary 
Celeste left New York, catrving a 
carge ot industrial alcohol te Genoa 
in Italy. There were cleven people on 
board: Captain Briggs, an 
experienced captain, his wife and 
two-vear-ola daupiter, and a crew of 
wight. 


A month later, the Mary Celeste was 
sven by another ship, the Met Grahia, 
about halfway between the Azores 
and the Portuguese coast.

|. Marilyn Monroe was burn Norma 
Jean Mortenson in Los Angeles on 
lume 1, 1926. Noma Jean never 
knew her father. Fler mother, whose 
maiden name was Monroe, was 
mentally ill anc was often confined 
to mental institutions. As a result, 
Noamma Jean lived with her mether’s 
friends, in an orphanage, and with 
various foster parents, where she 
was often neglected and abused. 


At the age of 16, Norma Jean left high 
school and married Jim Dougherty, 
who was 21.

Fox’s biggest box-office attraction and 
an international sex goddess. Only 
nine months after they got married, 
while she was working on The Seper 
Year dich, Marilyn and DiMaggio got 
divorced, but they remained friends 
tor the rest of her life, 


4. in 1955, Marilyn announced the 


formation of Marilyn Monroe 
Productions. She wanted to play 
serious roles instead of the “dumb 
blonde” roles she usually got. She 
began taking acting classes al the 
famous Actors Studio, and 
associating with New York’s 
intellectual crowd. Tt was then that 
she met the playwright Arthur Miller.

$200,000 CARGO STOLEN 


A truck carrying television sets, video recorders, 
radios, and other electronics valued at over $200,000 was 
hijacked yesterday morning. The truck belonged to the Ruby 
Star Company, and the driver, Nicolas Estrella, was making 
deliveries to the customers in the Bedford section. 

This is the eleventh truck hijacking in the first five months of 
this year. Over the last four years there have been 38 hijackings 
in the metrepolitan area. The hijackers concentrate on trucks 
carrying cargoes that can be sold quickly for cash. 

Drivers have been warned to lock their doors and not pick 
up hitchhikers. But some insurance investigators believe that as 
many as one-third of these cases are nol hijackings at all. They 
believe that dishonest drivers steal their own cargoes.

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At7:20 pa_on May 6, 1937, the 
world’s largest aiship, the 
Hardenbtry, floated majestically over 
Lakehurst Airpert, New Jersey, after 
an uneventhuil crossing from 
Frankturt, Germany. There were 97 
people on board tor the rst Atlantic 
crossing of the season. There were a 
humber of reporters waiting to greet 
it. Suddenly radio listeners heard the 
comumenkttor screaming, “Oh, my 
God! Tt’s broken into flames. It's 
fhishing... Mashing. Its flashing 
terribly." Thirty-two seconds later the 
airship had disintegrated and 33 
people were dead. The Age of the 
Airship was over. 


The Hindenburg was the last ina 
series af airships which had been 
developed over 40 years in both 
Europe ancl the United States. They 
were designed tu carry passengers 
and cargo over fong distances. The 
Hindenburg could carry 50 passengers 
in 25 Juxury cabins with all the 
amenities of a first-class hotel. All the 
cabins had hot and cold water and 
electric heating. There was a dining 
room, a bar, and a lounge witha 
dance floor and a baby grand piano. 
The Hinderbierg had been built to 
rival the great luxury transatlantic 
liners—it was able to cross the 
Atlantic in less than half the lime of a

hiner. By 1937 it hact carmed 1.000 
passengers safely and had even 
transported circus animals and cars. 
Its sister ship, the Graf Zeppelin, had 
flown over a million miles (1.6 
million km), and Rad carried 13,100 
passengers Without incident. 


Nobody knows the exact cause of the 
Hurienbury disaster. The Huidenburg 
was Filled with hvdrogen, which is a 
highly flammable gas, and every 
satety precaution had been taken to 
prevent accidents. Sabotage has been 
suggested, but experts at the time 
believed that it was caused by leaking 
gas which was ignited by static 
electricity. It had been waiting to land 
for three hours because of heavy 
thunderstorms. The explosion 
happened just as the first mooring 
rope, which was wet, fouched the 
ground. The most surprising thing is 
that 62 people managed to escape. 
The fatalities were highest among the 
crew members, many of whom were 
working deep inside the airship. 
After the Hindenburg disaster, all 
airships were grounded, and until 
recently, they have never been 
seriously considered as a cammercial 
proposition.

Good evening. Thousands of Portstown 
residents marched on City Hall today to 
protest plans to build a state prison near the 
city. Although a light rain was falling, an 
estimated 5,000 people marched over a mile 
from Portstown High School to City Hall, 
where Governor Brown and Mayor Henry 
Flores were meeting te discuss the project. A 
new prison is needed because the other state 
prisons are overcrawded, Several sites for the 
hew prison were considered, but Portstown 
was chosen because, in the governor's words, 
“AU areas in the state must share the 
problems of our prison system.” Although the 
protesters asked to meet with the governor, 
he refused and returned to the capital. After 
the gavernor’s departure, however, the mayor 
met with the organizers of the march and 
explained his position. 


Four entire city blacks were evacuated this 
afternoon in Oceanside because of a gas 
explasion. The explosion aecurred at 1:20 rm 
ina deserted building on Second Street. Fire 
Department officials believe that the 
explosion was due to leaking gas. The 
building had been empty for several months, 
and they suspect that a gas main had cracked 
because of vibrations from work being carried 
out by the city on the street. 


Coast Guard helicopters went inte action 
today after a yacht capsized in Coolidge 
Sound. Despite rain and high seas, the 
helicopters were able to rescue all but one of 
those aboard. Two men and two women were 
pulled ta safety, bul one of the men was 
pronounced dead on arrival despite the 
rescue teany’s efforts. The other three are in 
satisfactory condition. The fifth passenger, a 
woman, Was not found. Although the Coast 
Guard continues its search. she is presumed 
drowned, The Coast Guard had issued a 
smalberall warning Uhis morning, but the 
vacht set out from the Newgate Marina in 
spite of the warnings,

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Our planet Earth is one of nine 
planets revolving around the Sun, a 
fairly small and ordinary star, which 
lies in the outer areas of the Milky 
Way galaxy. There are about 250 
billion stars in our galaxy and billions 
of galaxies in the universe. People 
have always wondered about the 
possibility of intelligent life forms on 
other planets. In recent years this has 
become serious scientific speculation. 
Some scientists believe that there 
must be large numbers of stars with 
planets that could support living 
intelligent beings. Perhaps we will 
never know. The nearest star is 4.3 
light-years away. A light-year is the 
distance covered by light [traveling at 
about 186,000 miles (300,000 
kilometers) a second] in one year. It 
would take the fastest Earth 
spacecraft about 40,000 years to reach 
the nearest star. 


For a number of years radio 
telescopes have been trying to pick 
up signals from outer space, so far 
without success. There are, however, 
millions of possible radio frequencies, 
and there is no reason why a 
completely alien civilization should 
not use a different type of 
communication, such as x rays or 
even a type of wave we have not vet 
discovered. Suppose contact were 
made with beings 300 light-years 
away. By the time we had sent our 
reply and received their response, the 
earth would be 600 years older. It 
would be an interesting, but rather 
slow-moving, conversation! 


PIONEER 10 


The first man-made object to leave 
our solar system was the Pioneer 10 
spacecraft. It was launched from 
Cape Kennedy on March 2, 1972. It 
was designed to pass close to the 
planet Jupiter. In 1983 it left the outer 
limits of the planetary system. A gold

plaque, 6 inches by 9 inches (15.2 cm 
x 22.9 cm), was placed on the 
spacecraft. On the plaque is a 
diagram showing the solar system 
and its location in the galaxy. There is 
also a drawing of a man and a 
woman, standing in front of a picture 
of the spacecraft. The man’s right 
hand is raised in a gesture of 
friendship. It is unlikely, however, 
that the plaque will ever be seen 
again. If it were found by an alien 
civilization, it seems improbable thal 
they would be able to interpret it. 


THE VOYAGER MISSION 


Every 175 years the large outer 
planets—Jupiter, Saturn, Uranus, and 
Neptune—are in such a position that 
a spacecraft from Earth can fly past 
all of them. The two Voyager 
spacecrafts were launched in 1977 to 
photograph and investigate these 
planets. Voyager 1 reached Jupiter in 
February 1979, and Saturn in 
November 1980. It sent back dramatic 


The solar system 


pictures of the rings of Saturn and 
discovered previously unknown 
moons. It then left the solar system. 
Voyager 2 reached Jupiter in July 1979, 
Saturn in August 1981, Uranus in 
January 1986, and Neptune in August 
1989, before leaving the solar system 
to travel silently through space. Its 
next stop—no one knows. 


As well as a pictorial plaque, Voyager 
2 carries a gold-sprayed disc. The disc 
contains greetings in 60 languages, 
140 photographs, and one and a half 
hours of music and songs, ranging in 
style from Beethoven and Mozart to 
the Beatles and Chuck Berry.

The chip—also called microchip and 
integrated circuit—is a tiny piece of 
silicon around 1 em square, [tis 
densely packed with miniature 
vlectronic components.

Given the fact that the average chip is 
smaller than a thumbnail and mav 
contain millions of components, itis 
remarkable that it can be 
manufactured. In fact, manufacturing 
proved to be so difficult that it wasn't 
until two vears after the chip was 
created that the first chips were 
available for sale.

CALIFORNIA 


In 1848, gold was discovered at 
Sutter’s Mill, about 100 miles east of 
San Francisco, and the first great pold 
rush began. Within a year 100,000 
people, only 8000 of whom were 
women, had reached the coast of 
California. More than half of them 
had traveled overland across the 
American continent. “Gold tever” 
began to spread. Homes, farms, and 
stores were abandoned as evervbody 
raced for Calitornia. Many came by 
sea, and in July 1850, more than 500 
ships were anchored in San Francisco 
Bay, many of which had been 
deserted by gold-hungry sailors. A 
few people became fabulously rich, 
but it was a risky business. Law and 
order broke down. Even if a miner 
“struck it rich” there were alwavs 
those who would try te take itaway: 
gamblers, outlaws, thieves, and 
saloon keepers. 


AUSTRALIA 


The next major gold rush occurred in 
[8S51, when gatd was struck in New 
South Wales, Australia. This led to 
another stampede, and many rich 
finds were made. Other discoveries 
were made in Victoria and 
Kalgoorlie, Western Australia. In 
sone places massive nuggets of pold 
were found accidentally, just lving on 
the ground. The “Welcome Stranger” 
nugget. which was found in (869, 
weighed! almost 173 pounds (78.47 
kilos). 


THE YUKON 


Perhaps the most difficult conditions 
were experienced by thase 
prospectors whe braved the 
Canadian winters to win gold from 
the Yukon and Klondike rivers. Gn 
August 16, 1596, three prospectors 
struck gald in Bonanza Creek, a 
tributary of the Klondike River, and 
then in a second creek which was 
named LElderade. In the Yukon, gold 
was obtained by washing gravel from 
riverbeds, and soon as much as $800 
worth of gold was beings taken from a 
single pay of dirt. Within a year, 
Dawson had grown trom nothing toa 
town of 30,000 people. Everybody 
who entered the country had to carry 
a year’s supply of lood and mining 
equipment over steep and frozen 
mountain passes. Horses and 
donkevs died in the ice and snuw, but 
the people kept on yeing. It is 
estimated that of the 100,000 people 
who set out fer the Klondike, fewer 
than 40,000 actually arrived. Only 
+000 ever found gold, and very few 
of these became rich. 


South AFRICA 


By the turn of the century gold had 
been feund in South Africa, and this 
laid the foundation for the world’s 
largest gold-mining industry. Today 
South Africa accounts for 70% of 
world gold production. Vast sums of 
money are being invested, and 
modern mining technology is being 
used to squeeze gold from the rock 


TWENTIETH-CENTURY GOLD 
RUSH 


New finds are being made in the 
former Soviet Union, Saudi Arabia, 
and the United States. The largest 
single mine in the world was 
discovered in) Uzbekistan, then a 
Soviet republic, in 1958. However, in 
spite of recent finds, modern-day 
“gold rushes” are usually confined to 
speculation on the gold markets olf 
Zurich, London, and New York. At 
times of economic uncertainty 
investars rush hysterically to buy 
gold, and the price soars, oflen only 
to fall back again. Gold tever is in 
many ways irrational, but historically 
gold has always held its value, and it 
is likely that in an uncertain world it 
will continue to du sa.
